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Slate keeps clerk, voting equipment in limbo

Remember the 2000 Presidential election? 

Hanging, dimpled and pregnant chads. 

In an effort to prevent another Florida debacle, in 2002 
the United States Congress approved the Help America 
Vote Act (HAVA). This act required all states to meet cer¬ 
tain technology and election administration require¬ 
ments. 

“They were trying to make sure that (the election mess 
in) Florida would never happen again,” said Linda 
Choate, Romulus city clerk. “It has been a very complicat¬ 


ed process.” 

In accordance with HAVA, Michigan organized a 30- 
member advisory committee to devise a state plan to 
improve voting. 

Currently there are 2,438 country and local election 
officials throughout the state using a handful of different 
equipment for elections. During the 2002 elections, one- 
third of the communities in the state were still using out¬ 
dated lever style machines, punch card systems (like 
Florida in 2000) and ancient paper ballots. 

“This was the big problem,” said Choate. “Everyone is 
using a different system and nothing was centralized. So, 
they decided that everything within a county had to be 


uniform.” 

According to Choate, the state then said that it would 
announce three vendors who manufacture optical scan 
voting systems, from which the counties could chose to 
upgrade their systems. 

Romulus has been using Accuvote, an optical scan sys¬ 
tem for years. 

“If Wayne County decided to go with the Accuvote sys¬ 
tem, I was under the impression that all I would have to 
do is update our current system for a cost of about 
$90,000,” said Choate. “This would not have been that big

Club recognizes student leaders

Leadership is a quality that 
is unique and something that 
should be rewarded, according 
to Frank Rigger, director of the 
Romulus Boys and Girls Club. 

That’s why 32 Romulus stu¬ 
dents and one member of the 
Romulus community were rec¬ 
ognized for their contributions 
to the club at the annual 
Leadership Awards ceremony 
this month. 

“We believe that it is crucial 
that these kids be recognized 
for all the good they do in the 
club day after day,” said Rigger. 
“They are always helpful and 
looking for things they can do to 
make the club better” 

Rigger explained that the 32 
students chosen from more 
than 600 must possess certain 
qualities that are essential to 
leadership. 

“The leadership awards are 
given to students for recogni¬ 
tion of outstanding develop¬ 
ment demonstrated through 
participation, citizenship, coop¬ 


eration, sportsmanship, 
progress, achievement and ser¬ 
vice to the community,” he said. 
“It is a long list, but not for 
these kids that were honored.” 

Half of the students honored 
are at the Wick Elementary 
location and the other half 
from the Merriman 
Elementary location of the 
Boys and Girls Club after 
school program, which is the 
heart of the Romulus club. 

The after school program 
operates from the time school 
gets out until 8:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. Students in the 
Romulus schools are bused to 
either Wick Elementary or 
Merriman Elementary each 
day. 

The kids are kept busy with 
many different activities, 
including an hour and a half 
homework time right after 
school. 

“We have help for the stu¬ 
dents with their homework,” 
said Rigger. “We bring in stu¬ 
dents from the high school to 
be aides in the program.” 

After homework is done, the 


fun begins. Students can play 
games in the gym, choose from 
a number of different board 
games in the game room or 
work on their computer skills 
in the computer lab. 

There are also specialty 
activities such as photography, 
arts and crafts and fine arts. 

“We try to keep the students 
occupied but at the same time 
keep them doing things that are 
interesting to them.” 

There are currently more 
than 600 students in the 
Romulus chapter of the Boys 
and Girls Club. Each day about 
125 students take part in the 
Merriman Elementary pro¬ 
gram and 135-150 students par¬ 
ticipate at the Wick Elemen¬ 
tary program. 

The Boys and Girls Club also 
offer different types of activi¬ 
ties to children on Saturdays 
and during school holidays and 
breaks, when children need 
them the most, said Rigger 

The club, which includes 
the after school program and 
endless summer programs is 
$30 per year

The International Lions Club 
is the largest charitable organi¬ 
zation in the world with more 
than 1.4 million members in 
more than 43,000 clubs covering 
182 countries, said Johnsoa 

Each year, the Metro Airport 
Lions Club generates about 
$10,000 for charities in the area, 
including the Penrickton Center 
in Taylor 

“This is a facility to help 
multi-handicapped children,” 
said Johnson. “One of those

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Concerned mother makes plea to community, police

Thieves stole far more than a van from the Whitehom 
Group Home in Romulus recently. They took the only 
transportation of six mentally handicapped women who 
depended on the vehicle for doctor’s visits, workshops 
and classes. 

“Please be more alert and keep your eyes open in our 
community to watch out for people who are not able to 
watch out for themselves,” said Judy Black, the mother of 
38-year Dawn Black, a resident at the group home. Black 
said she is upset with what has occurred around the 
home in which her daughter lives. 

“In the last year their van has been stolen three times,” 
said Black. “Three times, I am sorry but there is no 
excuse for that in this community. It is uncalled for, espe¬ 
cially for these girls.” 

Black said that six girls currently live at the group 
home, which has a 24-hour staff to care for them. The 


home has one van and it is essential to the well being of 
the residents there. 

“The van is the only way the girls have to get to work¬ 
shop, school or doctor’s appointments,” said Black. 
“Without the van they are put in a dangerous position.” 

The mentally handicapped women are all in their 
early 20s to late 30s. They all require around the clock 
care. Some of the women are enrolled in a workshop for 
20 hours a week and depend on the van for transporta¬ 
tion. Without the van they are not able to attend. 

“Fbr my daughter it is like a job for 20 hours a week,” 
said Black “It is in Dearborn Heights, so that van is need¬ 
ed to transport her back and forth. The other girls also 
attend school in Livonia, so again it is a life-line for 
them.” 

The first time the van was stolen, it was not recovered. 
So, according to Black, the home had to purchase another 
van. The second time the van was stolen, again it was not 
recovered, so again the home had to purchase a van. The 
last time the van was stolen in February 2004, the van was 


recovered by Pemdale Police, but the inside of it was tom 
apart, according to Black 

Lt John Leacher of the Romulus Police Department 
said he was unaware of the first two thefts, but was sym¬ 
pathetic to Black’s concerns. 

“We do what we can to keep the community safe,” said 
Leacher “We are able to periodically drive by any resi¬ 
dents home when a break in such as this has occurred 
and patrol that area more frequently.” 

Leacher said that this area of Romulus is not a loca¬ 
tion that is high in vehicle thefts. 

Black admitted that the first two thefts may not have 
been reported to the police by the home, but to her that 
point is null and void. 

‘These are not monsters,” she said. These girls are 
just people who happened to have some problems. We as 
a community need to watch out for them a little bit more, 
because they are not able to do it themselves. It is not only 
the police departments responsibility, it is also ours as 
neighbors.”

Students fair well at science competition

Bottle rockets and bridge 
building 

They sound like projects a 
rocket scientist and architect 
would work on, but 15 students 
at Romulus Middle School 
have been studying the two 
projects for months leading up 
to the Regional Science 
Olympiad. 

The Olympiad is an annual 
event in which students from 
middle schools in Wayne 
County compete in more than 
30 different scientific events. 

“Events such as the 
Olympiad give students experi¬ 
ence in the world of science in 
two ways,” said Sharon 
Grandall, an eighth grade sci¬ 
ence teacher at Romulus 
Middle School. “First, it teach¬ 
es them that science is a team 
sport Teamwork means a lot in 
this field and this competition 
allows them to see that first¬ 
hand. Secondly, the event gives 
them the opportunity to use the 
knowledge they have gained in 
the classroom and put it to 
work in the real world.” 

The annual event, which 


began in 1983, has become 
something that the kids look 
forward to all year, according 
to Grandall. 

“Around November kids in 
the school begin to try out for 
the 15 available positions on 
the school team,” said 
Grandall. “Those students that 
are chosen then begin to work 
on their own project about 
three afternoons a week after 
schooL” 

Students can choose from a 
number of different events in 
which to compete and some 
are more popular than others. 

One of the most popular 
events at the competition is the 
forensic crime buster project 
Grandall explained that in this 
event students are placed in 
the middle of a crime scene 
and from that they are 
required to obtain many differ¬ 
ent elements of evidence. 

‘They have to know how to 
do fingerprint, footprint and 
tire print analysis,” said 
Grandall. ‘They must also ana¬ 
lyze DNA results and match 
them to a suspect It is a really 
cool event and the students 
seem to really enjoy competing 
in it” 


Other events include using 
chemistry to discover what a 
mystery powder is and build¬ 
ing a structure that would 
cushion an egg dropping from 
30 feet so the egg doesn’t break. 

Grandall said this is the 
fourth year the Romulus 
Middle School has participated 
in the event and she said she is 
very proud of the results. 

Students received six differ¬ 
ent medals at the event In the 
Pentathlon, students Katrina 
Jadzinski, Victor Russell, Brian 
Cummings and Jimmy 
McGlynn received a third place 
finish. In this event students 
first had to answer five ques¬ 
tions correctly, complete 10 
push-ups, 15 jumping jacks and 
three chicken foot hops and 
then individually jump rope 15 
times and throw a Frisbee 
through a hoop 20 feet away. 

Students also received two 
sixth place finishes, one sev¬ 
enth place finish and two 10th 
place finishes in other events. 

“We did pretty well when 
you consider that we went up 
against 37 other schools,” said 
Grandall. “We are very proud 
of all the hard work our stu¬ 
dents put into the event”

of a deal. But as of last week I 
was informed that was not the 
case.” 

Choate said she learned that 
regardless of the system the 
county chooses, Romulus will be 
required to purchase new equip¬ 
ment to be in place by January 
2005. The amount of new equip¬ 
ment needed depends on the 
state and county, said Choate. 

“If the county chooses to go 
with Accuvote, we will have to 
purchase only the tabulators,” 
she said. “But if the county 
chooses another system, we will 
have to replace everything. So, 
we are hoping the county goes 


with Accuvote.” 

Funding for the new 
machines is also in question. 
Choate has been asking for 
months, but still has received no 
answer 

‘The state did receive some 
funds from the federal govern¬ 
ment to pay for the upgrades, but 
I know that we will have to put in 
some money up front and get 
reimbursed later,” she said. “The 
problem is we still don’t know 
the amount we are talking about, 
because according to the county, 
the state has not determined 
what vendors can be used as of 
yet” 

Choate said for the time 
being, Romulus officials are 
stuck waiting for decisions to be 
made at the state and county 
level.

More than 40 visitors are 
scheduled to participate in the 
events at the court that include 
meeting with Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green, Judge Brain 
Oakley and Judge David Parrott.

handicaps being loss of sight It 
is a great place for kids and we 
do what we can to help them 
out because they get no funding 
from the state.”

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Area Homeland Security funding delayed

Two and a half years after 9/11, some 
Wayne County communities are still wait¬ 
ing for federal funds earmarked to 
improve homeland security. About $23.4 
million is currently hanging in limbo, but a 
disagreement between the officials in the 
City of Detroit and the Office of Wayne 
County Executive Robert Fieano have 
stalled the dispersement of monies. 

Detroit Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick and 
Fieano were scheduled to meet last week 
to discuss how the funds would be allocat¬ 
ed, but the meeting was postponed, accord¬ 
ing to Vanessa Denha of Ficano’s office 

“We have not received anything yet,” 
confirmed Denha. “(How much money 
Wayne County will receive) is yet to be 
determined” 

Some officials said they were con¬ 
cerned because they had heard that 
Kilpatrick wanted 85 percent of the feder¬ 
al monies to be tunneled into Detroit, with 
the remainder spent on outlying Wayne 
County cities. Fieano is seeking more 
money for the outlying communities. 

It’s a position with which police officials 
in the suburbs said they agree. 

“Out-county (areas have) a larger popu¬ 
lation than the City of Detroit,” said 
Westland Police Chief Daniel Pfannes. 
Pfannes serves as 
co-chair of the 
Western Wayne 
County Chiefs of 
Police Emergency 
Management Team, 
a group that is also 
lobbying for more 
money. “We need an 
equitable distribu- 
tioa” 

Wayne County, 
including Detroit, 
received a 2003 
Urban Area Security 
Initiative (UASI) fed¬ 
eral grant for $12.2 
million. The state 
took 20 percent for costs, leaving $9.76 mil¬ 
lion for security improvements. The para¬ 
meters for that grant specify that the “work¬ 
ing group” must take a regional metropoli¬ 
tan area approach, involving not only the 
core city but also the surrounding counties, 
contiguous jurisdictions, Mutual Aid part¬ 
ners and state agencies, according to Mark 
Snelson of the Wayne County Department of 
Homeland Security/Emergency Manage¬ 
ment (DHSEM). 

The second federal grant, received for 
fiscal year 2004, was for $13.7 million, of 
which the state took nothing, said Denha 

Regional readiness 

The Homeland Security program is a 
both a descendant and a partner of the 
previous regional Emergency 
Management System. Michigan Public Act 
390 of 1976 requires that the state, as well 
as all counties and local jurisdictions, must 
have an emergency management program 
that addresses planning response, recov¬ 
ery and mitigation of hazards. Prior to 
Sept. 11, 2001, however, the emergency 
management plans of most municipalities 
were reactive and meant to cope with nat¬ 
ural disasters such as floods and torna¬ 
does. 

“Mutual Aid is a long-lived thing,” 
Pfannes said. “It’s been in existence since 
before 9/11.” 

The appearance of Y2K, the 9/11 terror¬ 
ist attacks and the blackout of 2003 simply 
underscored the need for proactive sys¬ 
tems, said Snelson. 

“Homeland Security is about anticipa¬ 


tion,” said Snelsoa “Our role is to get infor¬ 
mation to the public and make sure they’re 
as prepared as the government” 

Federal and state directives regarding 
homeland security, as well as guidelines 
for grant money, have specified an ever- 
increasing focus on “regional readiness” - 
a term used to describe a collective 
approach to security measures. 

“One of our priorities is to have interop- 
erability between our systems,” said 
Snelsoa “If we can’t ‘talk’ to each other, we 
can’t get anything dona” 

Tom Tiderington, Plymouth Township 
police chief, agreed. The township recent¬ 
ly received a $54,000 grant from the State 
of Michigan Homeland Security Grant pro¬ 
gram and used it to purchase radios for 
both the police and fire departments. It’ll 
help them communicate better between 
the police and fire departments directly 
during emergencies. He said if the town¬ 
ship pursued additional funds, it would be 
for basic needs: Communication equip¬ 
ment and first responder suits. 

“We want to be able to talk amongst 
other policing agencies,” Tiderington said. 
“After we’re able to communicate, we’ll 
need to be able to breathe. We need first 
responder suits. If we can’t breathe, we 
can’t be effective” 

Ironically, cooperation in a regional 
emergency management team may have 
hurt some communi¬ 
ties - at least finan¬ 
cially. 

Communities 
have a choice of 
operating as a sepa¬ 
rate entity seeking 
grant money or join¬ 
ing the Wayne 
County consortium 
and sharing the 
Wayne County funds. 
Eight municipalities 
have chosen to be 
stand-alone entities, 
and of those five - 
Livonia, Dearborn, 
Trenton, Canton 
Township and Romulus - have received 
federal grant money totaling approximate¬ 
ly $2 million, said Snelson. The communi¬ 
ties that opted to join Wayne County have 
not benefited as yet 

Wayne County and Detroit have also 
been excluded from receiving any money 
from a $62.4 million counterterrorism fed¬ 
eral grant given to Michigan for fiscal year 
2001 

That grant which was awarded by the 
U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 
was the eighth-largest grant given to a 
state. However, because Detroit and 
Wayne County are considered to be sepa¬ 
rate entities receiving grant money, the 
$62.4 million will be spread throughout 
other jurisdictions in Michigan and noth¬ 
ing will come to Detroit or Wayne County, 
said Snelson. 

Money from other areas 

That’s not to say that Wayne County has¬ 
n’t received any funds at all. The DHSEM 
has, in fact, received about $1.27 million in 
non-federal grants since 1999, including a 
$300,000 county grant for domestic pre¬ 
paredness equipment (communications 
equipment for hazardous materials teams) 
and a $277,000 state grant for communica¬ 
tions interoperability, said Snelson. 

On Oct. 1, 2003, the DHSEM issued 
more than $1.6 million in homeland securi¬ 
ty equipment to Wayne County communi¬ 
ties, including radiological detection 
equipment, personal protection equip¬ 
ment, mass decontamination equipment 
and communications equipment The idea 


is to share what is available, according to 
Snelsoa 

“We can’t hoard equipment at our 
office. If we kept the 
equipment, it would 
take too long to get 
it out to the commu¬ 
nities when it’s 
needed,” said 

Snelson last 

November. “We’ve 
issued everything 
out to the field.” 

Kilpatrick and 
Fieano are expect¬ 
ed to meet within 
the next two weeks 
to determine an 
allocation formula 
for federal funds. 

Once an agreement 
is made, the monies will be used for train¬ 
ing, technology and equipment, Snelson 
said. That will bring Wayne County up to 
speed with Oakland County, which has 


spent at least some of its homeland securi¬ 
ty funds. 

“We’ve already received some equip¬ 
ment from Oakland 
County, about $3,000 
worth of personal 
protection equip¬ 
ment (and) we’ve 
been allocated about 
$3,500 (citywide) by 
Oakland County for 
training,” said James 
Petres, police chief 
for the City of 
Northville, which lies 
partially in Oakland 
County and partially 
in Wayne County. “We 
haven’t heard any¬ 
thing from Wayne 
County yet. We’re 
hoping we will be getting some of that 
(Wayne County) money.”

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State proposes changes in annual student tests 


A proposal that would over¬ 
haul the schedule school districts 
currently use to administer 
the Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP) test 
has prompted concern from edu¬ 
cators and parents. 

If implemented, the plan 
would move the current dates for 
elementary and middle school 
student testing from early winter 
to fall. State Superintendent of 
Schools Tom Watkins delivered 
the proposal at the regular board 
meeting April 6, but no action was 
taken on the plan. 

Martin Ackley, the state board 
spokesman, said the proposal 
would help districts use test data 
to adjust instruction to better 
meet the educational needs of stu¬ 


dents, and improve the chances a 
school will meet requirements 
put into place by the No Child 
Left Behind Act 

“We think it would be better for 
teachers,” Ackley said. “This way, 
they can use the information dur¬ 
ing the school year, when it would 
be most beneficial to students.” 

Currently, testing for elemen¬ 
tary and middle school students 
takes place in January and 
February. Test scores are graded 
and released to schools in April or 
May. State law says high school 
students must take the MEAP 
within 30 days from the end of 
school, so a schedule change 
would not be possible without leg¬ 
islative approval. 

But some district superinten¬ 


dents say that, although they 
would not be opposed to the 
rescheduling of the test, they are 
skeptical of the motive for the pro¬ 
posal. 

‘Tm not opposed to moving the 
test,” said Jim Ryan, Plymouth- 
Canton schools superintendent. 
“But if they’re saying they’re want 
it just so they can get the informa¬ 
tion back to us in a timely manner, 
that’s not a good enough reason.” 

Leonard R. Rezmierski, 
Northville Community Schools 
superintendent, said he didn’t 
want to comment on the specifics 
of the proposal. “I don’t know that 
much about this, just what we’ve 
heard from the media,” he said. “I 
would not want to say anything 
until we learn more.” 


Both superintendents raised 
questions about why districts 
were not contacted before the 
state board debated the proposal 
on April 7. 

Ackley said the proposal is a 
suggestion, and that the board is 
working to put together an adviso¬ 
ry panel to seek input from school 
officials and the public. 

“It’s in the discussion phase 
right now. It’s important to say the 
board did not act on this 
Tuesday,” he said. “We’re very 
interested in input from educa¬ 
tors.” 

Last year, getting the required 
Education YES! report cards, 
which are based on MEAP data, 
to schools on time was a major 
problem for the State Department 


of Treasury, Ackley said. The 
delay was caused by computer 
problems suffered by an out-of- 
state vendor contracted to tabu¬ 
late the results. This year, with the 
work being handled by the 
Michigan Department of 
Education, Ackley says the antici¬ 
pated cards will be released by 
August. He added that MEAP 
results from the winter testing 
sessions for elementary and mid¬ 
dle school students will be 
released by May 11. 

According to the proposal, the 
schedule change would not take 
effect until the 2005-06 school 
year. Ackley said state board of 
education members would dis¬ 
cuss the situation at the next regu¬ 
lar meeting May 11.

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Just leave him be 

Who would have thought a simple, plump, red-checker-clad young¬ 
ster holding a hamburger aloft would have sparked so much atten¬ 
tion? 

Reports of the controversy surrounding the Big Boy statue on Pond 
Road in Canton Tbwnship have spread from the township to reach a 
regional and even national audience. The restaurant chain probably 
hasn’t had this much free publicity since the first Austin Powers 
movie. 

Not bad for a guy who can’t even speak on his own. 

Those familiar with the story will give witness to the fact that the 
poor Big Boy has had a tough time recently. Last year, he was stolen as 
a prank. When he was returned, owners of the restaurant franchise 
were cited because they already have their allotment of signs in front 
of their establishment 

They’ve since been wading through the court system and gathering 
a lot of grass roots support More than 3,000 patrons visiting the 
restaurant have signed a petition in support of the Big Boy’s contin¬ 
ued presence as a local landmark. 

It’s a matter that was complicated last year when Canton 
Supervisor Tbm Yack sent out a letter to owner Bob Matar saying that 
the township didn’t object to the placement of the statue near the 
restaurant Yack has since admitted that he shouldn’t have sent that 
letter; the issue should have been resolved through the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

Members of that body were right to call him on it too. He was clear¬ 
ly over-stepping his authority and diminishing the efforts of those vol¬ 
unteers at the same time. 

But that’s in the past The best thing to do now is learn from the 
experience and recognize the difficulties municipalities face as they 
try to set a single standard for a community, forge a consistent criteria 
for everyone to follow, no matter what their type of business. It’s a 
laudable goal, but it sometimes allows individuality to fall between 
the cracks. 

As far as what should happen to the statue, we think it’s clear. 
Nothing. Officials in Canton have wanted to foster more art in the 
community, anyway. 

There’s no time to waste 

“Chance favors the prepared mind.” 

Louis Pasteur said it first, and people have recognized this simple 
truth ever since. 

Officials in the City of Wayne recognized it when the saw the poten¬ 
tial to apply for grants through the Cool City Pilot program. The funds, 
about $1.1 million altogether, have been set aside to help launch sever¬ 
al projects that came to light through the Cool Cities Initiative put 
forth last year by Governor Jennifer Granholm. 

The program came with a couple of hitches - it stipulates that no 
project can get more than $100,000 and anyone interested in the fund¬ 
ing has to apply before May 7. It’s a pretty tight timetable considering 
that the details of the program were only unveiled to municipalities 
last week. 

Still, Wayne is better prepared than most of the more than 300 
municipalities that took part in the Cool Cities Initiative. They bought 
into it, formed a permanent committee made of original task force 
members and that group, the Wayne 2020 Committee, is already at 
work. 

They, like others interested in the grant funds, will have to walk a 
fine line in order to get approval. The program will most likely benefit 
communities that have a clearly identified plan and can use the grants

District (PCCS) has been quite a 
learning experience for me 

I always thought that school 
business was just short of mon¬ 
key business with the jostling of 
the continuous “We’re-so-great” 
pats on the back and the recur¬ 
ring mantra of “We-don’t-have- 
any-money.” 

My cynicism may have started 
when I was a young man of vot¬ 
ing age, 18 and cocky. 

My mother worked for the 
Southgate Community School 
District for as long as I can 
remember and always begged 
my older brother and I to vote in 
favor of pending bond issues, 
even when I wasn’t living there. 

I can’t speak for my brother 
but I never did. I thought my vot¬ 
ing rights were supposed to be 
used for changing the fabric of 
America -1 didn’t want to waste 
my time on simple school board 
elections. 

I didn’t understand, then, why 
people without children should 
have to pay more taxes to sup¬ 
port a community service they 
didn’t use. Once I became a 
homeowner myself, without chil¬ 
dren, I felt much the same way. 

What can I say? I was young 
and dumb. 


However, since my short stint 
covering the PCCS, I have real¬ 
ized that there is much more to 
it. I’ve either learned a few 
things about the nature of run¬ 
ning a school district or I grew 
up. Or I did a little bit of both. 

I have covered regular school 
board meetings, special meet¬ 
ings, bond steering committee 
meetings and budget meetings, 
much to my chagrin. To be hon¬ 
est, the pats on the back were 
annoying at first, but I recently 
started to see things in a differ¬ 
ent light 

The members of the PCCS 
school board, I believe, are gen¬ 
uinely compassionate about the 
community, the students, teach¬ 
ers and other workers and have 
battled with the dilemma of how 
much money to ask the commu¬ 
nity for - not an easy decision. 
For months they have been 
debating the “needs” and 
“wants” for the school district 
and have been whittling away at 
the lists to make it more afford¬ 
able for the community. I gener¬ 
ally think, as impossible as it 
may seem, they are trying to do 
their best to make everyone 
happy. 

Some of the district schools 
are dilapidated and others are 
overcrowded. This leads to a

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Kill Bill Vol. 2 provides fitting end to Tarantino’s tale

I remember my early years as a wee 
lad trying to keep my eyes open late every 
Saturday night in hopes to make it 
through another showing of Kung Fu 
Theater. 

I did make it through, more times than 
I probably should have, only to be 
engulfed in the cheesy world of B-rated 
Chinese kung-fu movies. Ah, good times. 

Until recently, I’ve longed for the com¬ 
fort of those poorly dubbed movies to fill 
late Saturday nights. But thanks to 
Quentin Tarantino’s Kill Bill saga, I long 
no more. 

Kill Bill Vol 2 was released nationwide 
Friday and led the weekend in box office 
sales. The film followed on the coattails of 
Vol. 1 released in theaters not more than 
six months ago and the DVD release last 
Tuesday, three days before Vol. 2 hit the¬ 
aters. 

The much-anticipated sequel fell 
short, though. 

Volume 1 was a tidal wave that left the 
audience drenched with action and blood 
and left them yearning for more - more 
story, that is. The first installment lacked 
the background of the Bride (Uma 
Thurman) and a cohesive story line but 
was glued together by fantastic fight 
sequences that splattered, squirted and 
oozed violence at every flick of a sword, 
whereas Vol. 2 filled in the gaps of the 
story but steered away from the action 
and bloodshed. 

However, there is 
a certain scene 
viewers will need to 
keep their eye on 
because it’s sure to 
leave a “squishy” 
feeling in weaker 
stomachs. 

For the most part, 

Vol. 2 takes a step 
back and allows 
viewers a chance to 
become absorbed in 
the story masterfully drafted by 
Tarantino. The tale starts exactly were 
the first left off - following the revenge 
path of the Bride, an ex-assassin, as she 
hunts down those who attempted to take 
her life and that of her unborn child. 


And, of course, her ultimate goal is to kill 
Bill (David Carradine) her long-time men¬ 
tor and former lover 

Along the way she finds herself in 
grave danger, prompting a flashback that 
details her training with master Pai Mei 
(Gordon Liu) whom 
is by far the most 
entertaining charac¬ 
ter of the sequel and 
creates the most 
memorable scenes. 
Remembering the 
tutelage of Mei, the 
Bride is able to dig 
her way out of trou¬ 
ble to continue her 
immediate quest of 
knocking off Bill’s 
final two lackeys, the poetic cowboy Budd 
(Michael Madsen) and the one-eyed Elle 
Driver (Daryl Hannah). 

The hunt leads to one of the few fight 
scenes, which is cleverly choreographed 
sequence between the Bride and Driver 


in a very narrow mobile home. The fight’s 
finale is a queasy yet laughable “eye-pop- 
ping” experience. 

When the Bride finally tracks down 
Bill, she is blindsided by the discovery 
that her daughter whom she thought was 
lost is, in fact, alive 
and living with her 
father, Bill. This 
leads to the grand 
finale - the mother of 
all fights, or so I 
thought 

I was anxious to 
see if Carradine still 
possessed moves 
from his days on the 
television series 
Rung Fu. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the fight left me as unsatisfied 
and disappointed as a guy with a sick 
prom date. 

Now, I’m more anxious to see if 
Tarantino’s career-revitalizing magic will 
work as well for Carradine as it did for 


Uma Thurman as the Bride 

John Travolta when he starred in Pulp 
Fiction, which resurrected his career. 

Although Tarantino is a master in his 
own right neither Kill Bill Vol 1 nor 2 can 
be considered his best work. He is equally 
talented as a director as he is a writer but 
Vol. 2 fell short of my 
expectations even as 
B-rated kung fu 
action flicks are con¬ 
cerned. It’s hard to 
say that movie is a 
masterpiece when it 
is nothing more than 
a collage of every 
other classic martial 
arts film ever made.

Belleville country singing sensation 
Rachel Williams may be out of the 
Nashville Star 2 race, but she is not out of 
the country singing game. 

She’s moving up and moving out to 
Nashville, TN. 

Williams performed Kiss Me Like You’re 
Coming Back on the March 6 telecast of 
Nashville Star 2, but was not chosen as one 
of the top 10 finalists. 

Although this was not her first TV com¬ 
petition, she said that the experience was 
unreal. 

“It was humbling to go that far,” said 
Williams. “It was not the way I wanted it to 
end, but it was a great opportunity and I 
had a lot of fun. You have to be open when 
you’re up there on stage because you’re 
exposed for comment and criticism. The 
only bad thing is not everyone is going to 
like you.” 

Williams said that she was hooked on 
music at a young age when she listened to 
the Judds. 

“My grandparents were a big influ¬ 
ence.” said Williams. “I was always singing 
at family barbeques, in school and at 
church. You get used to performing. 
Sometimes I get nervous, especially in 
local shows, but I can’t complain at all.” 

Her favorite country singers include 
Winona Judd. Reba Mclntire and Martina 
McBride. She considers each of them 
“powerhouse” singers. Her favorite song 
Testify to Love is by one of her favorites, 
Winona Judd. 

“I’m inspired by people who know how 
to get their message across in a powerful 
way,” she said. “I have always gone for the 
powerhouse people who can really belt it 
out” 

Williams has plenty of performing expe¬ 
rience. She has performed at numerous 
fairs and concerts around Michigan, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania and has opened for Clay 
Walker, Cledus Judd, Tammy Cockran and 
other top country musicians. She has also 
performed on the Queen Latifah Show and 
Star Search. She recorded her first CD by 
the time she was 15, she said. 

With all her experience it might sur¬ 
prise her fans to find out she’s a procrasti¬ 
nator. 

“Nashville Star proved to me that I was 
one,” she said. “I sent in the forms at the 
last minute. But procrastination is in my 
genes. Hopefully it will get better” 

Williams auditioned for American Idol 
when she was 16, but was not considered 
the right style for the show, she said. 

“I went in there with my country 
twang,” she said.

If Williams is chosen as the state winner 
for Michigan in the Colgate Country 
Showdown, she will compete in the region¬ 
al competition against other state winners. 
The grand prize winner will receive a 
demo-recording contract and $100,000, she 
said. 

‘This is my fourth time in it” she said. 
“I have always won a state, now I hope I 
can get even further this time.” 

If Williams was not singing, she said she 
would be writing She was always involved 
in school newspapers, she said. 

“Singing is something I’ve worked really 
hard at” said Williams. “If I’m not singing 
I’m working at Cracker Barrel. I still get at 
least 10 people a day who notice me from 
Nashville Star 2. It has definitely changed 
my life.” 

Williams has received offers from sever¬ 
al independent record labels, but is hold¬ 
ing out to sign with a major label, she said. 

Currently, she is taking a break from 
school and working to make money for her 
move to Nashville. 

“Nashville is where I want to be,” she 
said. “It’s worth doing to be serious in 
country singing and I don’t want to delay 
things any longer. I need to be recording 
more songs, so I can put out a real CD.” 

As for the Nashville Star competition, it 
is now down to four contestants. Williams 
said that she believes George Canyon will 
take home the top spot 

“He has had so much praise from so 
many different people,” said Williams. “He 
is consistent in his performing, but it is 
tough because it’s down to the last two 
shows and everyone is giving it their all.”

better looking and he lives in 
Tampa, FL, rather than New York 
City. 

The film opens with an FBI 
sting that takes the life of a mob¬ 
ster’s son. It’s the last official' 
assignment for agent Rank Castle 
(Thomas Jane) who is retiring 
despite his relative youth. 

The mobster turns out to be 
Howard Saint, who owns and 
operates Saints and Sinners, a 
high-tech dance club, as well as a 
lucrative money-laundering 
scheme. He learns of Castle’s 
involvement and orders him 
killed; his wife suggests a hit on 
the family, the whole family. 

That sets up a scene - conve¬ 
nient for killers who like the one- 
stop shopping approach to their 
assignments - where Castle is 
enjoying his retirement at a family 
reunion (yes, with his whole fami¬ 
ly) in Puerto Rico. It must save on 
mileage reimbursements. 

After his family is gunned 


down, Castle himself is shot up, lit 
on fire and blown up. He miracu¬ 
lously survives, however, and is 
nurtured back to health by a man 
reputed to be a witch doctor 

In the comic book series, Castle 
and his wife and child are picnick¬ 
ing in Central Park when two rival 
drug gangs get into a shootout The 
wife and child are among the inno¬ 
cents killed, and thus the Punisher 
is born. He started a one-man war 
against drugs and the mob, and 
justified his violence because the 
police department seemed ineffec¬ 
tive in stopping the growing threat 
It’s unclear why France and 
Hensleigh didn’t take that 
approach - maybe the thought of 
seeing just one’s wife and child 
gunned down isn’t tragic or horri¬ 
fying enough anymore. 

The remainder of the movie fol¬ 
lows Castle as he makes prepara¬ 
tions to wage his war against the 
mobster, Howard Saint (John 
Travolta) and all his minions. 

It’s loosely based on stories 
written by Garth Ennis, in his 
attempt to bring the character out 
of the relative limbo in which he 
had languished during the late 
1990s. The best parts of the movie 
contain elements of that work, 
including the three characters that 
inhabit the gloomy boarding house 
to which that Castle moves. They 
are Joan (Rebecca Romijn- 
Stamos), Spacker Dave (Ben 
Foster) and Mr. Bumpo, an obese 
man who is afraid of confronta¬ 
tions, but likes to make Joan smile 
by lip-synching opera.

Travolta’s Saint shows 
the practice he’s had at being a 
movie villain and Will Patton, who 
plays Quentin Glass, Saint’s right- 
hand man, is menacing and evil. 

The fight scenes came com¬ 
plete with sufficient explosions 
and the movie Punisher proved 
every bit as innovative in dealing 
death as his comic book counter¬ 


part Had the movie focused on 
those characters, it would have 
been more successful. 

There were some ridiculous 
elements thrown in, though, like 
the scheme Castle concocts to turn 
Saint against Glass. It involves fake 
fire hydrants and unpaid parking 
tickets; to use a Marvel phrase: 
‘Nuffsaid. 

A little editing here, or some 
script doctoring, would have made

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Officials oppose widening of Six Mile

In 2007, Six Mile Road is set to 
be widened by Wayne County 
into a five-lane thoroughfare, and 
Northville Township officials 
don’t like it 

Township Supervisor Mark 
Abbo said a five-lane road is 
about the last thing officials want 
going through the center of their 
community. 

“We want a three-lane road,” 
he said. 

The issue came up last 
Thursday at the board of trustees 
meeting. Clerk Sue Hillebrand 
said she had been in contact with 
Mike Darga, divisional design 
engineer for the Wayne County 
Department of Public Services 
about the plan, which would 
broaden the road from Haggerty 
Road west to Bradner 

‘This board has been pretty 
strong and firm that we do not 
want Six Mile Road to be five 
lanes,” she said. 

Apparently though, the county 
didn’t get that message. In a letter 
to Hillebrand, Darga said the 
traffic count of the road warrants 
the expansion. The letter said 
that about 22,848 vehicles travel 
down the road every day; the 
threshold to widen a two-lane 


road to a five-lane road is about 
18,000 per day, he said. He 
requested a copy of any resolu¬ 
tion against the expansion. 

Don Weaver, director of public 
services for Northville Township, 
suggested the township do a traf¬ 
fic study on the busy roadway. He 
said he’d like to see something 
with stylish traffic-calming 
effects, such as -a boulevard with 
regular breaks for turns. 

“Before we decide how wide 
to make the road, we need to 
have some factual information,” 
Weaver said. “We need to do our 
own study” 

Township officials agreed that 
something needed to be done on 
the road, one of two direct access 
points from 1-275 into the com¬ 
munity. However, turning the 
road into a five lane one didn’t 
make much sense because a few 
hundred yards west of the pro¬ 
posed expansion. Six Mile travels 
beneath a two-lane railroad 


underpass. 

“It’s just going to exacerbate 
the problems we already have,” 
Hillebrand said. 

She and other township offi¬ 
cials said they feared if the road 
were expanded, it would become 
even busier, effectively putting a 
highway through the center of 
the township, much like Ford 
Road has become in Canton 
Township. 

“We know that, if they build it, 
people will come,” Weaver said. 


About two years ago, the coun¬ 
ty resurfaced Seven Mile Road, 
taking it from a four-lane road to 
a three-lane road. Darga said in 
his letter that was because only 
about 15,538 cars traveled that 
road every day The proposed 
development along the road on 
the former Northville Psychiatric 
Hospital site, may cause that to 
change, however. 

The board forwarded a resolu¬ 
tion to the county about their 
objections to the five-lane plan as 
well as suggestions for what they 
would rather see along Six Mile 
Road. Weaver said it may dra¬ 
matically change the scope of the 
project, or put it off altogether. 

“The funding for the project is 
predicated on the condition of 
the road and the capacity of the 
road,” he said. “If we reduce the 
load, we may fall off the list”

Rare and exotic trees, sites of 
the Underground Railroad, and 
one of Henry Ford’s pet projects 
will be only a few of the high¬ 
lights of a tour of Hines Drive 
next week. 

The bus tour will travel the 
Westland, Livonia, Plymouth, and 
Northville sections of Hines 
Drive and provide information 
about the historic significance of 
numerous sites in western Wayne 
County. 

Wayne County Commissioner 
Lyn Bankes, who is spearheading 
a drive to create the Phoenix Mill 
Women’s Museum, will host the 
tour and proceeds will be used to 
fund exhibits honoring women in 
the workplace. 

The proposed museum would 
be located in a factory on the out¬ 
skirts of Plymouth known as the 
Phoenix Mill, a plant that 
employed women almost exclu¬ 
sively for nearly two decades 
before World War II made 
women in the factories common¬ 
place, according to Debbie 
Wanamaker, administrative assis¬ 
tant to Bankes. 

Owned by Henry Ford, the 
mill was one of the first factories 
to pay women the same wages as 
men. Wanamaker said that the 
museum would honor women in

the workplace. The museum will 
feature rotating exhibits on relat¬ 
ed topics that will predate the 
outbreak of World War II, when 
women across the nation 
responded to government pleas 
for assistance by entering the 
workforce to replace and support 
soldiers fighting overseas. 
Exhibits will continue toward the 
present. However, Wanamaker 
said that no specific exhibition 
plans have been determined yet 


Tour participants will have 
the opportunity to see the 
Phoenix Mill factory building, 
but the two-hour tour will 
include several other places of 
interest. Among other things, 
guests will have the opportunity 
to visit the Bennett Arboretum, 
which houses 325 rare trees, and 
visit the Nankin Mills 
Interpretive Center In addition, 
participants will learn more 
about a wide array of topics. 


ranging from the history of the 
mills, to Rouge River ties to the 
Underground Railroad, to the 
impact the creation of the first 
comfort stations had on the work¬ 
ing class. 

“We usually do one (tour) a 
month in the spring and the fall,” 
said Wanamaker 

Tickets for the tour are $15 
per person, and payment is 
required in advance. While there 
were still seats available as of 


press time, Wanamaker said that
